The Birmingham is expected to reach 
the South American port early in Jan- 
uary. As soon as it arrives there at- 
tempts will be made to reach the bat- 
tleship Connecticut, flagship of the 
North Atlantic squadron, which will b 
on its way with the rest of the fleet to 
Guantanamo for the spring target prac- 
tise. 

‘# By February the Birmingham will be 
among the Canaary islands and. from 
there she will go to Gibraltar by way of 
the Madeiras.

HE Fore River Shipbuilding Company 

is a typical example of the -fast- 
growing American industry. Less than 
10 years ago ground was broken for the 
first building at Quincy, Mass., and two 
years later the company had increased 
its plant to over a score of buildings, 
had under construction the giant seven- 
masted schooner Thomas W. Lawson, 
was executing contracts amounting to / 
over $8,000,000 and had Ween awarded 
the contract, fon building the twe 
ships New Jersey and Rhode Island. 

This growth of the plant in two years 

is illustrative of the way the company 
has been’ progressing every year since. 
Many contracts for war vessels of all 
types have been taken and successfully 
executed. When these pictures taken, a 
few weeks ago, there were under 
construction at the Fore River yards one 
battleship, the North Dakota, three tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, the Perkins, Ster- 
rett and No. 34, and several torpedo 
boats.

, Electric Boat Company. In the distance 
are the hills of Braintree and Weymouth. 
The course of the Weymouth Fore river 
is also shown. 

In the foreground of the lower view 
is seen the bow of the North Da- 
kota lying beside the fitting-out dock. 
The: first building on the right is the 
machine shop, at one end of which are 
seen the two stacks of the power plant. 
At the extreme right is the forge shop 
and annealing plant.

VESSEL PROPULSION 


WILL BE TESTED BY 
MODEL SHIP IN TECK

The naval architectural department of 
the Massachusetts Institute «f Technol- 
ogy is about to undertake important in- 
vestigations of the propulsion of ships by 
means of a forty foot model, the funds 
for the construction of which have been 
given by a friend of the department. 

In order that the experiments shall be 
connected with the real conditions of ship 
propulsion the model will be a reduced 
copy’ to one fifth scale of the United 
States steamship Manning which, 
been. chosen as a prototype on account 
of the data which is get hand concerning 
the series of progressive speed trials 
which were made on the Manning in 
1899.

Now let me show you, sir, that this 
is not the case. Suppose you made the 
holes 6 inches in diameter instead of the 
regulation 41% inches, what would be the 
result? Well, it would not be so easy to 
miss the two-foot putts, and that might 
be a good thing, or it might not. When 
a man misses these putts it is not a 
question of bad luck at all; and to my 
mind he has no right to complain that 
his being an eighth of an inch out of it 
was as bad as if he had driven his tee 
shot into the bunker instead of getting 
the’ 240-varder that he did. He com- 
plains that his fine drive was wasted, 
But that little putt, after all, was one 
of the finest tests in the World of tem- 
perament and skill--ves, skill, for how 
many of these things are not missed 
because the. ball is not. hit truly, be- 
cause the man pulls his putt, because 
he is looking at the hole instead of the 
ball at the time that he makes his 
stroke? But there is another and more 
importaht way of looking at the mat- 
ter. Some men say that when a fellow 
stuffs a 20-yard putt down, into this 
tiny hole. is almost entirely a matter 
of good luck.

Two more battleships of the all-big- 
gun type are recommended to be con- 
structed, but, on account of the desire 
to keep down the expenditures, he asks 
only’ for a repair ship in addition to 
these two proposed giants of the sea. 

Ship construction at the navy yards 
of the United States is opposed as a 
principle by the secretary. Only 
occasionally, as a check on 
particular types, does he believe that 
the United States should build a ship. 
Shipbuilding concerns should be en- 
couraged, in his opinion, so that the 
government can profit by their experience 
and resources, and also because ordin- 
arily the work is done more economically 
by thém than at navy yards. 

Furthermore, . Secretary Meyer is 
opposed to Congress restricting the con- 
struction by one shipbuilding company to 
one battleship. or to requiring one battle- 
ship to be constructed at a navy yard, 
or on one coast or the other. 

Estimates for the coming fiscal year 
were included in the report. They are 
$10,011,000 less than the total amount 
appropriated for the present fiscal year.

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FUTURE OF CHICAGO 


CHICAGO — Two friendly lawsuits 
that aré of. vital importance’.to the fu- 
ture of subway transportation in Chicago 
are ‘scheduled to come up for hearing 
next .Monday. Upon their outcome de- 


subway construction and operation and 
ownership, and the disposition of the 
fund which is made up of the 55 per cent 
of the net profit of the surface transpor- 
tation lines, and ‘which is rapidly nearing 
the $4,000,000 mark. 

The first of these suits instituted at- 
tacks the authority of the city to build 


fund. “Its ostensible object is to prevent 
the appropriation of $50,000 from the 
traction; fund for preliminary subway 
work. Thts suit was started when tbe 
transportation committee of, the city 
council began work on subway plans. 

The second suit attacks only the right 
of the city to build its own subways. It 
was brought to prevent the appropriation 
of $25,000 from the general funds of the 
city for subway purposes. 

Both of these suits are brought in the 
state courts and are instituted only to 
test the power of the city in subway 
construction. Walter L. Fisher, the city 
traction counsel, will defend the city’s 
right to employ the traction fund in 
subway construction. 

Opposed to him will be James H. 
Wilkerson, the special government prose- 
cutor in the Standard Oil case. The 
contention of Mr. Wilkerson and his aids 
will be that the traction fund, under 
the renewal franchises, was intended for 
the eventual purchase by the city of 
the surface transportation lines only; 
also that under ‘’s charter the city of 
Chicago has no authority to construct or 
operate a subway. 

No matter how these two suits may. 
result there will be no cessation of the 
agitation in-favor of the immediate con- 
struction of a subway system. An effort 
will be made to have Governor Deneen 
include in his call for the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature this month spe- 
cial legislation to give Chicago the right 
to construct a subway.

NCE when the merit of Rossini’s 
compositions was under a fire of 
questionable debate the maestro is said 
to have philosophically boasted that his 
music would always be applaided, and 
that from the viewpvint of success ap- 
plause was the one thing to be consid- 
ered after all. The replies of the dilet- 
tanti have not been preserved, 
Doubtless this statement was made 
prior to the premiere . of his opera, “Il 
Barbiere di Siviglia,” as its eventful 
“first night” is still a matter which con- 
cerns musical historians, and has caused, 
probably (7), the worthy descendants of 
that 1816 wudience, coday enraptured 
over a Rossini opera or mass, actually 
to blush with shame while perusing an 
account of what took place that night as 
set forth in well aughenticated annals, 
for it was indeed a display of the preju- 
dice and ignorance of those nominal pro- 
fessors of musie—-this contemptuous re- 
ception accorded Rossini’s great opera. 
Then, as now, “first nights” were con- 
sidered as tests of a work’s: future, and 
were actual battles for the. composer, 
who was under contract, in addition to 
writing the score, to conduct and direct 
the first three performances, presiding at 
the piano, as was the custom at that 
time, henee in full view of the chatting 
and, as likely as not, hissing crowd. The

Barbiere di Siviglia’ 
(The Barber of Seville) has 
been one of the mainstays of 
the operatic stage.

Here was an opportunity for young 
Rossini, for Paisiello’s work was stale, 
and with its long, tedious recitatives it 
occurred to Rossini that there was some- 
thing to do after all in the way of im- 
provement.

Some say that hissing be- 
gan long before the doors were -opened. 
At last Rossini appeared, arrayed in a

The “Faust” production must be ac- 
counted a triumph for Wallace Goodrich, 
unless the curtain call is the only test of 
victory for an operatic conductor. There 
was rather less curtain applause than 
usual at the performance of Friday night, 
and if there had been more perhaps Mr. 
Goodrich would not have claimed any of 
it as his own; his satisfaction was in 
having the Soldiers’ Chorus applauded 
as nothing has been applauded before in 
the four weeks the Boston Opera Com-

pany has been singing. Mr. Goodrich has 


proved that the leader of an American | 


singing society may be a leader of Amer- 
ican opera. 

The man who on Thursday night led 
the Cecilia Society through the majestic 
opening chorus of the requiem mass, 
who brought out the best in his quartet 
of soloists, who maintained in his per- 
formance a judicious balance of vocal 
and orchestral color, on Friday night 
led Mr. Russell’s choirs of Italian 
and American voices in the village scenes 
of “Faust,” guided the interpretations 
of his six principal artists and did full 
justice to Gounod’s orchestral expression 
and at the same time gave full chance 
for all singing tones to be heard. 

There was control in Mr. Goodrich’s 
conducting and with it a certain 
severity; he did not yield much to the 
singers on the question of phrasing; 
they had to fit their lines into certain 
allotted spaces of time; he paid little 
attention to any caprices of declama- 
tion they may have wished to indulge 
in. The significant thing with regard 
to his work is that he can make his 
singers do as he wishes; as fast as his 
insight into his music deepens his read- 
ings will improve. Mr. Goodrich is a 
vet he has a certain 
formalism of style which he seems to 
affect merely because he thinks it neces- 
sary to safe performance. He vastly 
overestimates the importance of strict 
rhythm in solo singing; he conducts one 
voice with the precision of a chorus and 
thereby takes much from the singer’s 
spontaneity of interpretation. There- 


fore there are times when he eommands |; 


his singers to an expression of His own 
ideas when it would be a good deal bet- 
ter if he could inspire them to their: best 
self-expression. 

It would be an unjust criticism to say 
that Mr. 
dramatic, but he does not seem yet to 
have outgrown, the comtert methods in 
which he has been trained. He does not 
appreciate fully the difference between 
the ‘platform of Symphony halt and the 
stage of the Boston opera house. So 
while in some ways he surpassed Maestro 
Conti himself and gave his perfprmance 
an interesting flavor of -Americanism, 
there must be a considerable reformation 
of his technique before he is competent 


But the acting ef the artists did not 
suffer, seriously under Mr. Coodrich. 
All the principals except the freatest 
of them, Nivette, did better than “they 
have done .before. It was an. excellent 
performance in the Russell manner, with 
a well-balanced cast. Jane Noria was 
entirely satisfactory as Marguerite, sing- 
ing considerations aside, and probably a 
more gracious Siebel than Bettina Free- 
man could not be: found: among all the 
stars of the Metropolitan and “Manhat- 
tan companies of New York. 

Nivette made no endeavor to imperso- 
nate Mephistopheles in the traditional 
way. He proved that the character does 
not need the red suit and the feather 
nor the sword blade flashing electricity 
to carry out the intention of the drama, 
but that it can be indicated by means 
of the voice alone. Therefore’ he could 
make the scene wherein Marguerite ap- 
pears before the church door and Mephis- 
topheles is hidden in the porch the most 
effective of the evening because his audi- 
ence was practised in having the ides 
of Mephistopheles presented to them in 
terms of vocal tone.

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Art, Artists and ‘Their Work 


ARTHUR STUDD’S PAINTINGS. : 

AST Monday at the St. Botolph Club, 

Arthur Studd opened his exhibition 
of 47 oil sketches and paintings. 

They consist of a few figure works, 
but for the most part Venetian sketehes. 

A number of these are small thumb 
box sketches called by the artist “Vene- 
tian Lyrics.” 

The French call these little sketehes 
“pochades” a name which was first ap- 
plied to the small turn of a singer or 
_-netor in the music halls or vaudeville 
houses, The term is now applied uni- 
versally io small oil sketches and as 
adopted by the artists themselves, be- 
comes a transferred term and thus en- 
laryes the SCOpe of jis initial use by 
the French, 

Here on the walls then, are numer- 
ous pochades that have the spontaneous 
quality of much paint, effectiveness and 
Kpeedy execution. The general tone of 
the sketches is gray though not somber. 
There is a judicious use of primary 
color on occasion in “The Crimson 
Shawl” (No. 11) and “A Crimson Har- 
mony,” (No. 19) the latter lent by Rob- 
ert Thomas, Esq. 

There is a bright sketch, “Riva della 
Salute” (No. 18), in which the reflec- 
tions, buildings and water form a good 
harmony of tints and tones which paint- 
ters seem to agree pervades the city on 
the Adriatic. 

“The Temple of Adrian” (No, 5) is a 
warm toned, subtle work that. reflects 
_ngain the beauteous colors of the prism 
into the liquid foreground. 

“Autobiography” (No. 28) is a look- 
ing glass sketch of the painter” him- 
self by himself. His palette is seen (by 
reflection) in his right hand and brushes 
in the left because the mirror said so. 
The sketch is cris) and full of “go.” 

“The Water City” an excellent 
Venice, warm and vibrant. 

“Hampton Court” (No. 36) is a strong 
sketch with dark massings of trees 
reflected in an artificial water basin. 

“The Fruit Seller” shows a good in- 
terior in shadow save in the distant 
part of the room a gleam of sunlight 
through a window shimmers across the 
canvas, contrasting felicitously with the 
otherwise gray tone of the picture. 

The exhibition indicates a 
young painter with good opportunities 
ahead, one who is beginning to see the 
subtleties in nature and who is in earng 
est to master them in permanent pic- 
torial pigments. The pictures are on 
view (tickets required) until Dee. 18, 
from 11 a.m, till 3 p. m.

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AT BAYLEY’S GALLERY. 

At Bayley’s,. 103 Newbury street, in 
the second floor gallery, are three paint- 
ings of value and interest. Qne is the 
second replica portrait of the late Grover 
Cleveland, painted by William B. Paxton 
of this eity. The, figure is seated and 
dressed in the purple and orange robe of 
Princeton University, for which .institu- 
tion the portrait- has ‘been made.- The 
pose is animated and natural, the like- 
ness excellent and the colorings deep 
and strong. 
Mrs. Philip Hale shows in the same 
gallery a painting of a young girl dressed 
in pink satin who has flung herself, into 
an armchair with her face resting on the 
back of the chair. There is a. charm 
about the work which is carefully ob- 
served and painted as regards the tex- 
tures of the screen nearby, of the gown 
_ and the brocade stuff of the chair. The 
pose and drawing of the. figure, however, 
seem somewhat vague and inadequately 
expressed. Qne is not sure as to how 
the figure is supported and the head 
needs better definition in its,lines. The 
color sense is-so admirable that the 
Spectator may not be disturbed by the 
.. slighted drawing of the figure; but the 
fact is hereby emphasized that nothing 
should be slighted in « work of art. 

The third canvas here is a winter 
—sthdy by. Charles Herbert Woodburv. It 
is one of his best. and achieves the tasf 
of depicting snow, rock and sky in a 
symphonic harmony that is very true. 
The sky is green gray, warming to 
golden at the horizon, while the snow is 
pearly toned and delicately sun-tipped. 
Peeping “threugh the thin snow are 
rocks, dark gray but warmly toned. The 
work is very. successful and is sure to 
add to thegpast record of the painter 
and win the appreciation of artists and 
connoisseurs.

keeping of Murray Marks to that of the 
Berlin Museum, for the sum of £8000. 

Now -quite apart from the question 
whether the bust is a genuine Leonardo, 
which will require a good deal more prov- 
ing than has yet been forthcoming, here 
is a strange thing. A work of art which 
is appraised at a beggarly two shillings, 
as though it were a mere “Tinted 
Venus,” when its supposed modeler was 
Cockle Lucas, suddenly becomes. worth 
160,000 shillings at the moment of chang-

In brief, the farms, orchards and wood- 
lots of Massachusetts are receiving an- 
nually the benefit of something less than 
$1,000,000 worth of work, much of which 
is general improvement work, the value 
of which is evident without reference to 
the particular insects which cause it to 
be undertaken. The work is of valu 
to the community. from an_ esthetic 
standpoint, and much more so to th 
individual farms and estates from an 
economical point of view, to say nothing 
of the opportunities that are afforded for 
New England labor, all the men who are 
employed upon the work being New 
England men, The expenditure of all 
this government money in this section 
‘3s all a clear benefit to the laboring men 
»f the section. 

Among the economic advantages may 
ye mentioned those accruing from a. sup- 
ply of firewood cut in cordwood lengths 
and piled: the cutting, trimming and 
cutting into log lengths of such trees of 
sawing size as it may be necessary or 
expedient to fell; the trimming of stand- 
ing trees of their lower branches and the 
‘learing of the ground of undergrowth 
and debris; the removal of brush and 
other undesirable growths from walls 
and fences, making the repair aml main- 
tenance of fences easier. All these things 
are done within the 100-foot zones on 
each side of the roads which the federa! 
gangs make the scenes of their opera- 
tions. The gangs consist of high-class 
workmen, their work is done in a work- 
manlike manner, and the wood, logs. 
posts and other products of their toil 
ire left in the most marketable shape 
possible. On some extensive farms the 
imount of wood and timber prepared for 
tse in these 100-foot zones represents la- 
bor for which the owner might other- 
Wise pay out a handy sum in two or 
three figures, 

The object of all this cutting and 
srubbing is a general house-cleaning, as 
‘'t were, of the country roadside. So 
that this is accomplished, the details of 
the cutting may be made to vary widely, 
ind the convenience of the owner is con- 
sulted whenever he cares ‘enough about 
it to express a preference. The individ- 
ual foremen and axemen go to great 
pains to carry out an owner's wishes and 
yet leave the premises in such condition 
that the subsequent burlapping and 
spraying can be done effectively. Almost 
very property presents a different prob- 
icm in forest management. If the 
owner contemplates clearing a lot of wood, 
the workmen are willing to’ take every- 
thing clean as far as they go. If it is 
young pine growth, they will trim out 
everything but the promising pine trees; 
or, if scenic effect is desired they will 
leave such birches, oaks, maples, spruce, 
cedars or even ground juniper (savin) as 
may cater to the owner’s ideas of the 
esthetic. If, however, the decision 
left to the foreman, he—or 
sometimes an expert forester from 
headquarters--will mark for removal 
everything . but What promises to 
grow into sturdy and profitable trees.

FLORIDA MAN INVENTS A NEW 
CONCRETE BLOCK FARM ROAD

Orlando H. H.. Dickson, one of the most 
active champions of good roads in this 
county for many years, has _ received 
word from his attorney at Washington 
that a patent has been allowed on his 
voncrete block for constructing roads, 
says the Jacksonville (Fla.) Times 
Union. 

The road as patented consists of heavy 
concrete blocks in shape not unlike a 
common T rail laid on its side, except 
that they are much larger and only three 
or four feet in length. They have a mor- 
tise on one end and a tenon on the re- 
verse end and so are locked together, 
making them, a continuous road, but 


easily repaired if broken, ag one block 


can be taken out and another one in, 
serted in a few moments’ time.

Some produced 
water, it true, but it was bad for 
boilers. Finally, in June, 1905, the rail- 
road telegraphed Mr. Darton: 

“Is it possible to get good water by 
means of an artesian well at Edge- 
mont, S. D.1” 

“Bore 3000 feet: just before you reach 
that depth vou will find pure water in 
plenty,” replied Mr. Darton, instantly. 

The railroad had faith. It bored. Some- 
times it made good progress, and some- 
times it would strike rock through which 
the drill made almost no perceptible 
headway. Messages of discouragement 
would then be filed to Mr. Darton. But 
he always made but one reply: 

“Keep on boring.” 

The railroad did keep on for two vears 
and finally one day in the spring of 
190¢, at a°depth of 2980 feet, the water 
came sizzling up so fast that it could 
tore tio farther. The flow amounted to 
about 500,000 gailons a day, and it came 
with a pressure of 75 pounds to the 
square inch at the surface of the ground. 
The raileoad whooped in railroad lan- 
guage like a cowboy. It was very glad. 
But in a few days its gladness turned 
bitter. As usual, message went to 
Darton.

The powerful countershaft brake, which 
operates on the far ends of the counter- 
shaft that transmits the power from the 
motor to the driving wheels is one of the 
big features of the Detroit electric for 
1910. 

The Anderson Carriage Company sub- 
mitted the brake to a number of unique 
tests before deciding on its adoption for 
the 1910 cars. One of the tests was hold- 
ing the car on a 45 degree slope. Planks 
were set up at that angle and the ear 
drawn up on them, with a man in the 
operator’s seat. The brake was set and 
held the car on the_ steep slope until 
released. 

The brake is unique in its operation. 
The driver of the car can cut off the cur- 
rent from the motor and set the brake 
with one pressure of the foot on the 
pedal; or the brake can be used independ- 
iently. Its power is so great that the ear 
lean be stopped almost on the instant. 

One of the chief advantages for the 
Jetroit countershaft brake is that it re- 
quires no electric current for its opera- 
tion, and not working on the motor, does 
no harm to the most important mechani- 
‘al part of an electric car.

THE REAR LIGHTS 


That the rear light question is becom- 
ing a serious one for motor car owners 
in this country, as it has been for Eng- 
lish owners for some time past, is shown 


iby the frequent arrests that are being 
'made in several localities. 


Careful as he 
may be to keep his lamps filled with oil 
and well trimmed the owner finds fre- 
quently that the rear lamp has gone out 
and that he has laid himself liable to 
arrest. This comes as a particularly an- 
noying incident because in nine cases 
out of ten the motor car owner believes 
himself to be innocent since he has used 
every care in seeing that his rear lamp 
is in good condition. 

Experiments of a wide range have 
shown that the most immunity from 
danger of arrest for this cause comes 
with the installation of incandescents 
for the side and rear lamps, so all Pierce-

Howey 
with the underlying conditions as favor- 
able as they are, conservative houses do 
nat. look for a serious break in prices, 
although frequent recessions are ex- 
pected. 

Great Northern opened % higher than 
last night’s closing price at 14114, and 
gained over 3 points during the session. 
Norther. Pacific was % higher at the 
opening at 142% and advanced about 2 
points more. The Rock Island issues 
again were prominent, the common open- 
ing unchanged at 40 and advancing a 
good fraction and the preferred opening 
up % at 86 and going to 881% during the 
first hour. Union. Pacific was off % at 
the opening at 19914 and advanced above 
200. Reading was heavy early. After 
opening up % at 170% it dropped over a 
point and then advanced. Great Northern 
certificates advanced from 78% to 80. 
Consolidated Gas opened up ¥% at 152, 
but soon sold off to 151. Amalgamated 
(Copper advanced a point to 88. Penn- 
sylvania opened unchanged at 129% and 
rose over a point. Northwestern and 
Louisville & Nashville made good gains. 

Much irregularity was shown by the 
Boston market. Mass Mining was up %& 
at the opening at 744 and advanced more 
than a point. Tamarack started off un- 
changed at 64 and dropped 2 points, re- 
covering partially later. Lake Copper 
opened off 4% at 564, sold off a point 
and then advanced to 57%.

MARKET OPINIONS

TRADE ACTIVITY 
NOW MANIFESTED 


- Some ae of trade are sascriad to be 
less active just now, while other lines 
are doing a heavy business. Retailers 
are reported to be doing a good holiday 
business. The ‘iron and steel trade is 
slightly less active. 

Bradstreet’s State of Trade says: 

Trade reports show rather more irregu- 
larity, varying with sections reporting. 

In the iron and steel trade there is 
some slight seasonable slackening of 
demand for finished lines of ‘steel, fol- 
lowing the lessened activity in pig iron, 
but production and shipments are very 
large—close to record, in fact. 

Money is apparently a little easier in 
the country outside of New York. Col- 
lections feel the effect of lessened grain 
deliveries and of holding of cotton at 
the South, but are relatively better in 
large cities, where industrial pay rolls 
have been enlarged. 

Copper is weaker, business is light and 
the smaller interests are the chief sellers. 
The largest sellers appear to have with- 
drawn from the market. However, fin- 
ished material is being turned out at a 
relatively greater rate. More is doing 
in copper sheets, und wire drawers and 
brass works are better employed. 

Wheat, including flour, exports from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending Dec. 2, as reported by tele- 
graph to Bradstreets, aggregate 3,652,846 
bushels, against 6,106,258 this week last 
year. 


SMALL CHANGE IN 
CAR SITUATION 


CHICAGO — The committee on car 
efficiency of the American Railway As- 
sociation in its statement of car sur- 
pluses and shortages as of Nov. 24, 1909, 
shows that there has been an increase 
in the surplus of 2912 cars, with a de- 
crease in the shortages of 12,406 cars.

' It is interesting to find that the original manner of conveying 
such obelisks from the quarries to the site intended for their 
erection by the ancient Egyptians was that of floating them 
down the Nile on great rafts during the period of the river’s

inundation. In order 
to accomplish thé voy- 


reign of the Roman 
Tiberius these two 
pillars were, removed 
from Heliopolis, a city 
of lower Egvpt, on 
the banks of a branch 
of the Nile, and erect- 
ed instead before the 
temple of Caesar in 
the Alexandrian city. 
Obelisks of this kind 
were a distinct feat- 
ure in the architeec- 
tural designs of early 
Egypt, and appear to 
have been connected 
with local supersti- 
‘ion. Hewn in the quar- | 
ries from a single piece 
of stone, they were 
worked to the shape 
of a four-sided figure, 
that gradually tapered 
from its base to its 
head, being surmount- 
ed with a pyramidal 
crown, . which was 
sometimes encased in 
metal. They have been 


discovered of all sizes, 


and are for the most 
part engraved on their 
four faces with hiero- 
glyphical inscriptions. 

In the year 1819 Me- 
hemet Ali, then ruler 
of Egypt, offered one 


of these two obelisks to the English government, but owing 
probably to the difficulty and expense of removing oversea so 
weighty and bulky an object, the offer was not accepted, and 
for yet another 50 years or more the two pillars remained 
where Tiberius had placed them about 1900 vears previous.

New Year’s resolutions are so general 
a habit of mankind that they are the 
jest of each succeeding January——for the 
bravest of them seems made but to be 
broken. When Paul‘said, “The good that 
I would I do not; but the¢ evil which I 
would not that I do,” he expressed the 
sorrow of many a striving heart. That 
mankind longs for a better life the new 
year’s resolve is witness. Most people 
would be better if they knew how to be 
better; few choose evil deliberately for 
its own sake. In the main we are de- 
ceived and each in turn as Eve was by 
the promise of some good thing to ac- 
crue through questionable means. That 
“the end justifies the means” is if not 
in form yet in purport as old a lie as 
the serpent itself; for~it is the only 
argument that can “fool” many of the 
people much of the time. It is true that 
close analysis of the seeming good which 
follows the resort to wrong means or 
methods invariably discloses that the 
result partakes the nature of the wrong 
antecedent; but mankind is usually too 
blinded by self-interest to discern this. 
‘Therefore the resolve or pledge, without 
— to —_ it, ae down be- 


fore the first subtle argument in favor 


of self-indulgence or seJf-seeking. In other 
words, we cannot be saved by personal 
will. God alone delivers us. 

Jesus opened the way to deliverance 
when he said “Only believe,” “Ask and 
ye shall receive,” “Your Father knoweth 
what things ye have need o¥ before ye 
ask Him.” It is a whole trust that 
God has what we need to make us pure, 
that this is to be had for the ask- 
ing, is indeed already ours, which en- 
ables us to stand in a high resolve, Mrs. 
Eddy expresses this in the first line of 
“Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” (p. 1), where she says “The 
prayer that reforms the sinner and heals 
the sick is an absolute faith that all 
things are possible to God.”

Incidentally, it shows that there is still an 
enormous amount of money, seeking safe 
employment, notwithstanding the increased 
demands for funds in business lines. | The 
highest record for New York Stock Exchange 
seats was established in 1906, when $95,000 was paid. Seats sold as 
lowas $52,000 during the panic and ince then they have been steadily 
advancing in price. The improvement is attributed to the constant 
expansion in business on the New York exchange and to the general 
opinion that the next year will witness the heaviest trading in the 
institution’s history. However, the transactions in November were 
smaller than at any time since July, and more than 6,000,000 shares 
less than during the corresponding month last year. The reason 
given for this is the extraordinary employment of funds in business. 
Just now the banks are preparing for the annual interest and dividend 
disbursements to be made the first of the year. As there have been 
many new bond issues this year, and as many corporations have 
renewed or increased their dividend payments, larger funds than ever 
will be required to meet the demand. Higher prices that corporations 
are obliged to pay for raw materials have required a greater outlay, 
provision for which has been made in many cases by the issuing of 
bonds. |

Under 
the new system, in 1909, although 281 towns and twice the former 
area were included in the commission’s jurisdiction, the number of 
acres burned over was only 11,967. The number of fires in 1908 was 
700, or. more than five to a town; in 1909 it was 250. or less than 
one to a town. In 1908 the losses were $644,000, or S3SQ0O0 to a 
town; in 1909, they were $25,101, or less than $00 to a town 
This is efficient wardenship. The immense saving from 
destruction if maintained for a few years will mean far more to 
the timber wealth of the state than any planting schemes that could 
be undertaken. That is to say, the natural growth of trees well- 
matured, and their natural multiplication in the forest lands if 
protected in this manner for the next twenty-five years, will mean a 
very long step toward restoring to the Empire state the forests that 
once were hers. |

Map lets and fingerposts to point the way. From 
the upper air the small things on the face of 
the earth, and often many of the big things, 
° ~ will be invisible. Thére will be times when 
the aeronaut, for want of anything else, will be compelled to regu- 
late his course by the sun, or, worse, by a cloud. However, those 
who are advanced: in aerial navigation have already set to work on 
the preparation of aeronautical maps, which, like the little star of 
poesy, are meant to “guide the traveler on his way.’ They are 
intended, of course, to show the lay of the land below, as the land 
is seen from above, and this will involve an entirely new study of 
topogfaphy, if not of geography. , 7 

For one who knows the surface of any given part of the earth 
only .as one sees it in walking or in. riding, or from a window, or 
from the top of a monument, would hardly recognize it by looking 
down upon it from an airship. Then all the irregularities are lost 
and all'the angularities are softened; all the low places are lifted 
and all the high places are brought low. It stands to reason that 
if the airship is to be rightly steered on long journeys the pilot 
must know the landmarks below. If he doesn’t, the airship is likely 
to fly many miles out of its course, or beyond its destination, and 
what is gained by flight through the unobstructed space may be lost 
through aimless rambling in the air. 

In Germany, Count Zeppelin and members of the Imperial Aero 
Club of Berlin are at present giving the matter of aeronautic charts 
or maps serious attention. The difficulties to be overcome are many 
but not insurmountable. The maps or charts must take note of 
things on the earth that are most conspicuous, and these will be 
in the nature of mountains, hilis, vatleys, rivers, lakes, etc., or of 
landmarks composed of groups rather than of individual objects.

There is hardly a section of the country not adapted toAhis 
crop and in many localities there are acres of unused territory 
that could be utilized for its growth. The western producers have 
succeeded in combating the various elements that tend to deter 
the growth of the trees and with a similar amount of intelligent 
effort the same result could doubtless be obtained in other parts 
of the country. Model orchards are now to be found in practically 
every’section, and in New England, as well as in the middle West, 
a: determination has been shown to produce apples that will compete 
successfully with those raised in the far West. The constant effort 
to produce better fruit is bringing out a quality that half a century 
ago would have seemed impossible. The Nberal distribution of 


prizes has had much to do with this, and competition has served — 
to put the business on a high plane where ‘at present profits are 


large. But the limit of the apple’s possibilities seems not even yet 
to have been attained. Who can gainsay that a fw years hence 
we shall have apples as far in advance in‘size and quality of those 
now grown as some of the present apples are ahead of those which 
were considered very choice fifty years ago? Enthusiasts aver that 
there is practically no limit within reason to the point that may be 
reached ini apple culture.
